THE TEMPERATE ZONES DEFY 


WEATHER PROPHETS. 


The Changes Are So Frequent and 
Marked as to Render Predictions 
of Little Walue---These 
Zones Misnamed. 


Our so-called temperate latitude 
doubtless affords us more interest 


‘through their excessive caprices than 


would latitudes either tropical -or 
polar. But often their irregularities are 
so marked’ that the memories of the 
oldest inhabitants of this or that town 
are taxed to little or no purpose in or- 
der to parallel the cold; or- the heat, or 
the force of the wind, or the rainfall. 
And if we take a group ef years and 
examine their extraordinary divergent 
types of character, we may be tempted 
to look upon our “temperate” climates 
rather in the light of “fell incensed 
points ’twixt mighty opposites,” and 
the British isles perhaps as the center 
of the intensest quarrel. For here, 
within brief memory, one has known 
the lobsters and crabs killed-ia the sea 
by. cold; one has experienced droughts 
that have cost: millions of money, and 


‘one has known an Atlantic gale. to 


burn up with a crust of salt the horse 
chestnut leaves over tbe entire is- 
land. 

Nowhere in Europe are the chances 
so great against the weather prophet; 
nowhere is so much speculation about 
the weather. Judging vaguely from 
the past, maybe we have ground for 
expecting that about three times in a 
century the Thames will be frozen over 
at London bridge; but that consumina- 
tion is synonymous with an intense de- 
gree of continuous frost, which will 
not be confined to Britain, for of late 
years it has become patent that these 
areas of extreme temperature are 
very extensive, and that when there is 
an excessively cold winter-in England 
and France, even Italy is often in- 
cluded. I can recollect.in the winter 
of 1881 seeing the Arno at Florence be- 
ing skated upon, and iclcles like a pro- 
digious portcullis. hanging from the 
Ponte Vecchio, some of which were 
seven and eight feet in Jength. I have 
known Cannae and Pompeii smoth- 
ered in snow, and the entire lemon 
crop of Amalfi and Pelermo destroyed 
by frost. Nevertheless, I have never 
experienced anything approaching to

THE TEMPERATE ZONES DEFY 


WEATHER PROPHETS. 


The Changes Are So Frequent and 
Marked as to Render Predictions 
of Little Walue---These 
Zones Misnamed. 


Our so-called temperate latitude 
doubtless affords us ‘more: interest 


‘through their excessive ‘caprices than 


would latitudes either tropical or 
polar. But often their irregularities are 
so marked’ that the memories of the 
oldest inhabitants of this or that town 


are taxed to little or no purpose in or- 


der to parallel the cold, or the heat, or 
the force of the wind, or the rainfall. 
And if we take a group of years and 
examine their extraordinary divergent 
types of character, we may be tempted 
to look upon our “temperate” climates 
rather in the light of “fell incensed 
points ’twixt mighty opposites,” and 
the British isles perhaps as the center 
of the intensest quarrel. for here, 
within brief memory, one has known 
the lobsters and crabs killed ia the sea 
by cold; one has experienced droughts 
that have cost: millions of money, and 


‘one has known an Atlantic gale to 
-burn up with a crust of salt the horse 


chestnut leaves over tbe entire is- 
land. | 

Nowhere in Europe are the chances 
So great against the weather prophet; 
nowhere is so much speculation about 
the weather. Judging vaguely from 
the past, maybe we have ground for 
expecting that about three timesin a 
century the Thames will be frozen over 
at London bridge; but that consumina- 
tion is synonymous with an intense de- 
gree of continuous frost, which will 
not be confined to Britain, for of late 
years it has become patent that these 
areas of extreme temperature are 
very extensive, and that when there is 
an excessively cold winter-in England 
and France, even Italy {s often in- 
cluded. I can recollect.in the winter 
of 1881 seeing the Arno at Florence be- 
ing skated upon, and icicles like a pro- 
digious portcullis. hanging from the 
Ponte Vecchio, — some of which were 
seven and eight feet in length. I have 
known Cannae and Pompeli smoth- 
ered in snow, and the entire lemon 
crop of Amalfi and Pelermo destroyed 
by frost. Nevertheless, I have never 
experienced anything approaching to 
the following, which is related by 
Bembo in his “Storia Veneta,’ 1. i: 

“In 1491, through the severity of the 


“season, the (salt) water of the Grand 


canal was frozen, and the straliots 
(Greek mercenaries of the republie), 
held their tournament on the ice, horse 
against horse, with their lances.”’—

The home is the most impertant in- 


a factor of civilization. Woman is 
primarily the home maker. We main- 
cee schools for the purpose of fitting 
our children the more properly to fill 
whatever position may fall to their lot. 
The professor of mathematics sends his 
boys to school to learn arithmetic; 
why may not the professional house- 
[een send her girls to school to learn 
what is of infinitely greater importance, 
housekeeping? 

' We educate our boys and girls exacti- 
ly alike, although we Know that in a 
well ordered community their duties in 
life will be entirely different—the man 
the home builder, the woman its main- 
tainer and embellisher. Ought there 
not, therefore, to be some difference in 
their education? 

| The training of our girls for such im- 
portant work ought not to be left en- 
tirely to chance. Now, I don’t wish to 
find fault with our schools, our teach- 
ers or anything else connected with 
them. They are doing the work laid 
out for them excellently. But, surely 
I am not the only one who feels that the 


American home is threatened with dis- 


aster. How can- girls make happy and 
efficient homes whose whole course of 
education (I purposely ignore the home 
training as being in the great majority 
of cases, to say the least, insufficient) 
has been exactly the same as that of 
her brothers? Does she not more nat- 
urally seek like occupations as an effect 
of such like training? Is this state of 
affairs desirable? 

I would like to make a few crude sug- 
gestions which could be put inito trial 
Our children 
are not ready for manual training as 
Signified by the cooking school and car- 
penter shop. They must be trained 
gradually up to that point. After the 
Kindergarten and supplementary to it, 
why not set aside one afternoon of the 
week for separate instruction? Let the 
boys congregate in one room, the girls 


jin another; and, as I am pleading for 


the home, I will let someone else plan 
> the boys while I make this sugges- 
tion for the girls. Let each child come 
supplied with sewing, knitting or mend- 
ing, and I am certain there is not one 
of our ‘present very efficient staff of 
teachers who is not both capable and 
| willing to teach the little ones these 
simple things, and at the same time do 
what is of infinitely more value, awake 
in the minds of the children some in- 
terest in the home life by talks and 
‘“suggesitions suitable to their ages. This 
| kind of recreation should be carried on 
| through the grades, adding gradually 
‘instruction in domestic economy, phy- 
| proper use of time, money and material 
‘until having reached the eighth grade. 
| with thoughts and ambitions bent in 
| the right direction our girls are fully 
“prepared for training in practical sci- 
| entific cooking, anid thus, being fully 
impressed with the dignity and import- 
ance of woman’s work and with the 
knowledge that the ‘making of happy 
‘homes depends largely upon their effi- 
ciency in those things, to become the 
head of a happy household will be the 
of woman. By that 


time, I imagine, our taxpayers. will pe 
perfectly willing to bear the additional 
expense of the cooking school.

~NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—The Journal 
publishes the following from Washing- 
ton: A cable dispatch from Manila says 
| the United States forces malde an attack 
upon and captured Caloocan last night. 
The fight, which ended in the com- 
plete subjugation of the villagers and 
insurgents, was a very short and sharp 
one, but hard fought. 

The insurgents made a hard fight and 
engaged our troops hand to hand. The 
Americans charged over entrenchments 
thrown up by the Filipinos, and one of 
the fiercest fights of the war ensued. 

Bayonets were opposed to spears, and 
in some cases the native swords and 
bolos of the insurgents were met by our 
bayonets. 

The onslaught of our troops was so 
impetuously fierce that the rebels final- 


by a perfect hail of death, being mowed 
down by dozens as they retreated. 

The Filipinos had been strongly re- 
inforced at Caloocan, They were chaf- 
ing under the chastisement inflicted 


venge, To this purpose well-drilled 
men were concentrated by the Filipino 
leaders in and about 
‘there were at least 20,000 fighting men 
under ‘the rebél banners there. 

It was impossible to fire a shot jn 
their direction Without hitting some of 
them, so thickly were they gathered. 
The slaughter was terrific. Tne lasses 
of the Americans were comparatively 
small when ithe heavy fighting is con- 
sidered.

"A THRILLING RIDE, 


Women’s Adventurous Voyage in the 


Angry Waters of the Klondike. 


Miss Laura Evans of Oswego has 
performed the feat of riding the terri- 
ble White Horse Rapids, between 
Dawson City and Bennett, in the 
Klondike country. She is in Portland, 
and, in speaking of her perilous trip, 
said: 
| “The day before I shot the rapids 
eight boats had been wrecked, and in 
a number of these cases it had been 
blamed on the women, because they 
got excited, made the men nervous 
who were rowing, so that they 
lost control of the boat. Col. Steele, 
head of the mounted police, therefore 
made a rule that no more women or 
children should go through. They. must 
go around by land, as most of the peo- 
ple had been doing right straight along 
on account of the great peril of the 
trip. 

“This new rule was made the day I 
' arrived there on my trip to Dawson 
_from Bennett. When I heard of it I 
i told the Indian pilot to bring the boat 
down and land where there was a big 
eddy, this side of Miles Canon. He 
tied the boat there, as I had directed 
him to do, and I watched my chance 
from the brush. When there was no 
one looking I jumped into the boat, 
and, though the Canadian police are 
mighty clever, they are not clever 
ezough to stop a boat after it is once 
started to go over the falls. Besides 
myself there were two men to row 
and the Indian pilot. l 

“It would be a long story to tell of 
my sensations during the next fifteen 
or twenty minutes,” said Miss Evans, 
and her black eyes twinkled with 
laughter at the remembrance. “After 
the boat was untied rt floated along 
smoothly; then all at once it was 
snatched from that eddy as though it 
had been shot from a cannon. The 
water seemed to be going up and the 
| sky seemed to be coming down. We 
were dashed from one side to the other 
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against the rocks. This was Miles Can- 
on, and it took us two or three min- 
a to go through it, a distance of a 
mile. 

“After another smooth eddy, we 
were again snatched up in the same 
way as before, the pilot working over 
his oars like a snake. This is what 
made one nervous, for it looked as 
though he had lost control of his boat. 
| “Then, after passing this second 
| canon, we struck the queerest place, 
| bobbing up and down and rolling over 
| sideways, until it seemed as though we 
| would all turn a somersault. This was 
Squaw Rapids, 
_ place in the White Horse, for there

| which keep turning over, so that if

“When we passed these rapids the 
pilot told us to look at the Whiis 
Horse.
